The rains of Satu rday and Su n­ 
day did 
inestimable 
good 
to 
the 
crops, according to the 
belief 
of 
many Ru sh cou nty farmers. 
They 
u dded hu ndreds of thou sands of dol­ 
lars to the worth of the crops. Espec 
-ially were the rains mu ch help to the 
tru ck patches. 
The rain delay ed wheat cu tting 
which has been 
started on some 
farms and which was to 
begin on 
many others this morning, bu t the 
farmers were not disappointed 
in 
this becau se the rain did immensely 
more good than harm in temporarily 
postponing wheat cu tting. 
Some farmers take a v ery opto- 
mistic v iew of the wheat prospects 
and others take the opposite ex treme. 
There are a few farmers who are 
gu essing that their crops will av erage 
thirty bu shels to 
the 
acre. 
Other 
farmers declare the straw is heav y 
bu t that the head is not filled ou t. 
They say thatnv hen threshing tarts the 
real tru th of their assertions will be 
prov ed. 
Some clov er fields hav e been cu t 
already and 
many farmers were 
planning to begin this work 
today , 
bu t the clov er was too wet. 
The 
clov er especially matu red v ery rap­ 
idly du ring the week of torrid weath­ 
er. 
The timothy harv est will follow 
close on the heels of clov er harv est. 
Timothy hay in Ru sh 
cou nty 
this 
season is reported to be poor. 
The clov er hay in general this y ear 
is of good q u ality althou gh it is said 
that the newly sowed clov er is not of 
as fine q u ality and will not make as 
good a showing. This fact 
is 
a t­ 
tribu ted to the cold weather which 
passed throu gh this 
cou nty du ring 
the past few weeks especially before 
last week. 
The drou th, of the period of last 
week, for it hardly continu ed long 
enou gh to deserv e classification as a 
drou th, probably did far less harm in 
the cou nty than the 
ordinary city 
dweller 
su pposes. 
Some 
garden 
growths, depending chiefly on su r­ 
face moistu re, hav e su ffered some­ 
what, bu t 
ev en 
they 
hav e 
come 
throu gh well, and are not, in most 
cases, lastingly hu rt. As 
for the 


corn—which is of first consideration 
—the lack of rain did it qu ite a fa ­ 
v or. 
It cau sed the 
roots 
of 
the 
plants to leav e the su rface, which 
was dry , and to sink themselv es deep 
in the earth for moistu re. They will 
remain there, and the crop will thu s 
be safegu arded against real drou th, 
which might occu r in Au gu st or late 
Ju ly . 
The insu rance thu s giv en the crop, 
far from being a mere attempt to ex ­ 
aggerate the hopefu l side of the late 
lack of rain, is a fact, and a v ery 
important 
one, 
as 
ev ery 
farmer 
knows. 
Rather than being lessened 
by the drou th, the prospects for an 
ex cellent corn y ield 
nex t fall ha s 
been positiv ely increased while 
the 
danger of any thing like a failu re has 
beeq practically obv iated.

regionof the Great Lakes, the Ohio j 
v alley and the middle Atlantic andj 
New England states by Wednesday /’

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The first report on Indiana fires, 
based on official figu res, practically 
complete shows a fire loss of $17 4,- 
322 for the first week in Ju ne. There 
were 200 fires. 
These figu res hav e been compiled 
bv W. E. Longley , state fire marshal, 
from reports made to him by town­ 
ship tru steet' town clerks and 
fire 
chiefs all ov er the state. They rep- 
recent fire> occu rring du ring the sev ­ 
en day s mentioned, while 
estimates 
prev iou sly made were based on fires 
reported du ring a 
certain 
period. 
Some of su ch fires may hav e 
oc­ 
cu rred slightly prior to 
the 
giv en 
period. 
The machinery of the fire 
mar­ 
shal’s office is now in good working 
order. Fires are, in most cases, be­ 
ing promptly reported by the 
fire 
marshal’s assistants, the law speci­ 
fy ing that a report mu st 
be 
filed 
within ten day s. 
Thu s, the figu res 
shown for the first 
week in 
Ju ne 
shou ld be practically qpmplete. 
The record for the first week in 
Ju ne is u nu su ally high, the rate being 
a little more than 28 fires daily , with 
a daily fire loss of nearly $60,000. 
This is practically dou ble the figu res 
shown by first estimates and wou ld 
mehn a loss of $9 ,100,000 in a y ear, 
There were 31 contribu ting eau se>t 
for these 200 fires, sparks from 
chimney s being the 
most 
positiv e 
factor. 
Thirty -six fires were cau sed 
by - sparks. 
Lightning came nex t, with 31 fires 


to its “credit.” 
Of the total loss, $9 5,07 7 was on 
bu ildings and $7 9 ,245 on 
contents. 
The av erage loss for each fire was 
$8 7 1.

McRey nolds 
to 
ev ery United States attorney in the 
cou ntry . 
The law merely 7 prohibits 
su ch interstate traffic and contains 


110 penalty for infractions. 
“Its pu rpose,” said the 
Attorney 
General, “is to permit state laws to 
operate in respect 
of 
intox icating 
liq u ors mov ing in 
interstate 
com­ 
merce.” 
The law simply 7 depriv es shippers 
of any priv ileges they might claim 
on -the grou nd of 
interstate 
com­ 
merce and permits the application of 
state prohibition laws to 
interstate 
commerce in liq u ors. 
This is the first time the Depart­ 
ment of Ju stice has 
constru ed the 
Webb law, which was declared u n­ 
constitu tional by former President 
Taft and former Attorney General 
Wickersham. 
President Taft v etoed 
the bill on the grou nd that it v iola­ 
ted the interstate commerce clau se 
of the Constitu tion by 7 delegating the 
regu lation of interstate commerce to 
the states. The bill was passed ov er 
his v eto. 
Attorney General McRey nolds’ in­ 
terpretation is said to mean that the 
federal gov ernment is not called u p­ 
on to enforce a law for the v iolation 
of which 
110 penalty is impoed, and 
that the interstate commerce forbid­ 
den by the law is 
“ou tlaw” 
eom-

Simo n L. Winfrey , co lo red, 
fo rty -eight y ears o ld, killed Geo rge 
Hey ns, six ty -three y ears o ld. 
In each instance the man killed was 
the third party in a v io lent dispu te and 
attempted to act as peacemaker. Each 
slay er went ho me fo r his weapo n and 
retu rned to the so ene o f the qu arrel 
to sho o t his v ictim. 
The Berger sho o ting fo llo wed a 
qu arrel between Meissner and Jeff 
Ro ll, a fo u ndry wo rker, who ao cused 
Meissner o f cau sing his discharge. 
Ro ll assau lted the aged man and Ber­ 
ger interfered. Enraged, Meissner de­ 
clared his intentio n o f go ing fo r a 
weapo n. 
When he retu rned Berger 
met him at the salo o n do o r and stru ck 
him cm the head with a club when he 
attempted to enter. 
When Berger 
drew back his stick fo r a seo o nd blo w 
Meissner pulled his weapo n and fired 
o ne sho t, which plero ed Berger’s heart. 
He was arrested. 
Hey ns’s death o ccu rred as the resu lt 
o f a dispu te o v er a unio n card. Press 
Sto ne, co lo red, fo reman o f ho d car­ 
riers engaged o n a bu ilding in the cen­ 
tral part o f the city , was discharged.

Was fo rmerly a state senato r o f Cali­ 
fo rnia and a leading Wilso n Demo crat 
o f that state. 
The trial o f his so n, 
which was to hav e taken place within 
the nex t few day s, has giv en him grav e 
co ncern. He wished to be preeent In 
Califo rnia when the case came up. 
With this end in v iew he went, it is

and u rged that he be permitted to 
make the trip to the co ast at this time 
in o rder to be present in the o o wrt and 
to be with his so n at the time o f his 
appearance at the bar. Secretary Wil­ 
so n, it is u ndersto o d, did no t feel that 
he co uld do witho u t the serv ices o f the 
new co mmissio ner general so so o n 
after his appo intment, and he asked 
him to remain in Washingto n. 
Failing to receiv e the sanctio n o tf his 
chief to absent himself fro m Washing­ 
to n at this time, Mr. Caminetti tu rned 
to the department o f ju stice.

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A Real Monopoly. 


Some time ago it was stated that 
the American beef p ackers had se­ 


cured, or were about to secure, as 
comp lete monop oly of the marketing 
of Argentine beef as they hav e of 
that in the United States. This mon­ 
op oly is of the sup p ly , no m atter to 
what market it is >ent. There seems 
to hav e been much truth in the re­ 
p ort, judging from the recent news 
from Argentine. 
Six of the chilled 
beef comp anies which 
ship to the 
British market hav e notified the Ar­ 
gentine Gov ernment that they will 
hav e to quit business unless the p lans 
of the American beef trust are neg­ 
ativ ed. 
They say th at it is the p ur­ 
p ose of the trust to sell Argentine 
beef on the British market for less 
than cost until they hav e killed all 
comp etition. 
W hat would 
hap p en 
after that time is easy p rop hesy . 
The comp anies ask the gov ernment 
to interfere, that comp etition be p re­ 
serv ed and a monop oly p rev ented, a 
monop oly which would cut down the 
p rice to Argentine 
stock growers, 
while not lowering p rices of ex p ort 
beef. 
Argentine is likely to take ac­ 
tion that would be more drastic and 
effectiv e than any that could be taken 
under 
like circumstances 
by this 
country . 
Such 
action has already 
been taken by A ustralia, which has 
blocked the trust in its effort to se­ 
cure control of the A ustralian p ro­ 
duction, and become the dictators of 
the world in the meat market. 
Aus­ 
tralia is regulating the ship ment of 
m eats and is 
building 
the largest 
p acking house in the world. 
Both of those countries hav e taken 
warning from the ex p erience of the 
United States. 
They hav e seen our 
gov ernment struggle unsuccessfully 
for y ears to break down the monop ­ 
oly of the beef trust. This is the rea­ 
son fof such a general demand for 
p utting meat on the free list, as an 
effort to comp ete with the beef trust 
by imp orting meat. 
This effort was 
anticip ated by the trust itself, and 
was the reason why 
the trust en­ 
tered the A ustralian and Argentine 
fields, to get p ossession of the busi­ 
ness 
and 
p rev ent 
comp etition. 
Blocked in A ustralia, the trust seems 
to be making p rogress in Argentine, 
and can only be stop p ed by gov ern­ 
ment action, as the comp laint of the 
indep endent 
comp anies 
indicates. 
W hat action the Argentine Gov ern­ 
ment can or will take American con­ 
sumers hav e not the knowledge to an­ 
ticip ate, but that it will be effectiv e 
to p ermit Argentine beef to enter the 
United States in comp etition with the 
trust controled beef they unanimous­ 
ly hop e. 
Otherwise we shall be left 
only the 
comp etition of A ustralian 
meat to keep the butcher bill down to 
reasonable size.

Under a sp ecial ap p rop riation of 
$7 5,000 made by congress “for dem­ 
onstrating the best method of p re­ 
v enting the eradicating hog cholera,” 
the United States Dep artment of Ag­ 
riculture has 
undertaken 
p ractical 
ex p eriments in combating this dis- 
ease. 
The 
ap p rop riation 
becomes 
av ailable July 1, and wrork will be 
begun first in Dallas county , Iowa, 
and will be taken up later in Indiana, 
and in one or two other states. 
In 
Iowa the w’ork will be done in co­ 
op eration with the State V eterinar­ 
ian and the Iowa State college. 
A few y ears ago the 
Bureau 
of 
Animal Industry of the Dep artment 
of Agriculture, after y ears of ex p eri­ 
mentation, dev elop ed a serum which 
has been dem onstrated by 
rep eated 
tests to be effectiv e 
in 
p rev enting 
hog cholera.

this 
serum has been p rep ared and distri­ 
buted to farm ers with 
the

sav ed to the farm ers, but thus far

INCREASED WHEAT PRODUCT. 


Record Crop In 1913 Forecasted by D e ­ 
partm ent of Agriculture. 
What looks like a record wheat crop 
has been forcasted by the crop rep ort­ 
ing board of the dep artment of agricul­ 
ture. 
The acreage p lanted was more 
than 1 p er cent over that of last y ear. 
The conditions hav e been fav orable up 
to date, and if they continue so the 
record crop of 1901 is likely to be sur­ 
p assed. 
The estimate for this y ear is 
7 44,000,000 bushels, of which 492,000,- 
000 bushels are winter wheat and 252,- 
000,000 bushels sp ring wheat, in all 
enough to mill 100,500,000 barrels of 
flour. 
Au increase of more than 1 p er cent 
ov er last y ear’s acreage was p lanted 
to oats this y ear, but the condition of 
this crop June 1 was below the ten 
y ear av erage, and officials estimate the 
p roduction will be 1,104,000.000 bush­ 
els, or more than 300,000,000 bushels 
below last y ear's harv est. 
The acre­ 
age p lanted to barley was less than 
that of last y ear, and the p roduction 
is estimated at 17 7 ,000,000 bushels.

The losses for last 
y ear 
are estimated at $60,000,000. In the 
face of a 
short 
sup p ly and 
high 
p rices of meat it is becoming imp er­ 
ativ e that something should be done 
to check the rav ages of this disease. 
Armed with an effectiv e p rev entiv e 
treatm ent, the dep artment 
of agri­ 
culture hop es by means of these ex ­ 
p eriments to dem onstrate 
a method 
which can later be ap p lied on a large 
scale 
throughout 
the infected 
re­ 
gions, so as to control and ev entually 
to eradicate hog cholera and 
thus 
stop the heav y losses and help to in­ 
crease the country ’s meat sup p ly .

County Recorder Ready io Register 


Tiltes Given to Farms, as Pro- 
ifi : 
vided For Under New Law. 


MAY BE CANCELLED ANY TIME 


County recorders are being sup­ 
plied with the records for use in con­ 
nection with the new law regarding 
the registry of farm names. 
The law prov ides, “ That any own­ 
er of a farm in the state may hav e 
the name of his farm, together with 
a description of his lands to w’hich 
said name applies, recorded in a reg­ 
ister kept for that purpose in the of­ 
fice of the county recorder of that 
county in which said farm is located, 
and such recorder, under the seal of 
his office, shall furnish to such land 
owner, a proper 
certificate setting 
forth said name and a description of 
such lands, that when any name shall 
hav e J ieen recorded as the name of 
any firm in such county , such name 
shall not be recorded as the name of 
any other far» '.; in the same county .” 
% 
A fee of one dollar is charged, the 
money being paid by the recorder to 
the county treasurer. 
The law also 
prov ides that in the transfer of such 
farm the registered name is included, 
but if only a 
part of the 
farm is 
transfered the name shall not be in­ 
cluded in the transaction unless so 
stated in the deed. 
Names may be 
cancelled at anv time.

The American commission on agri­ 
cu ltu ral co-operation, which recently 
began an inv estigation of the co-opera­ 
tiv e banking societies of Eu rope, made 
their initial inqu iries in Florence, Ita­ 
ly , and they had the adv antageou s ex ­ 
perience of first v isiting a part of Eu 
rope where co-operativ e banks had not 
made mu ch headway . 
Agricu ltu ral co-operation is practiced 
in only one form in the cou ntry abou t 
Florence—societies for the pu rchase of 
agricu ltu ral machinery , fertilizer, seeds 
etc. This is chiefly du e to the fact that 
in the early day s the merchants of 
Florence were the landowners, and 
their estates were farm ed on a share 
basis by the peasants. 
If crops were 
bad the landlord fu rnished food for the 
peasant farm er u ntil the nex t harv est. 
This sy stem of land tenu re still pre­ 
v ails, and stu dy of the sy stems near 
Florence has shown the commission 
that co-operativ e credit institu tions are 
only possible w here the need is great.

Money is loaned only u p to 50 
per cent of the appraised v alu e of the 
land. 
A M o rtgage Bank. 
There is also a mortgage bank In 
Florence, the Monte di Paschi. fou nd­ 
ed by one of the early du kes of Flor­ 
ence. 
This bank Issu es mortgage deb­ 
entu res at 3U. 4U and 5 per cent. 
Most of the debentu res now ou tstand­ 
ing are at 5 per cent. They soil a tri­ 
fle u nder par, which is the u su al con­ 
dition In Italy , and their m arket price 
compares fav orably with gov ernment 
1 *>wls. 
The cooperativ e societies for pu r­ 
chase among the landowners hav e 
been su ccessfu l. 
The farm ers them­ 
selv es do not belong to these societies, 
bu t the landowners do all pu rchasing 
of 
farm 
machinery 
and 
fertilizer. 
Thowe societies are also activ e in edu ­ 
cational work and maintain agricu l­ 
tu ral ex perts, who trav el abou t from 
v illage 
v illage Instru cting the farm ­ 
ers in scientific agricu ltu ral methods.

I RIGHTS TO WATER HIER NOW 
SETTLED BY SUPREME COURT I 


Highest Tribunal Gives Con' 
gress Absolute Control Over 
Navigable Streams. 


W A N T ADS BRING RESULTS 


HAT the ru n n in g w ater in a 
great n av igable stream is ca­ 
pable of priv ate own ership is 
in con ceiv able.” 
This sen ten ce 
is perhaps the backbon e of a momen ­ 
tou s decision of the su preme cou rt of 
the Un ited States, so farreachin g in its 
effects u pon the su bject of water pow­ 
er in this cou n try an d so en cou ragin g 
to the mov emen t for the con serv ation 
of the pu blic con trol ov er w ater pow­ 
er gen erated or capable of bein g gen ­ 
erated in stream s declared u n der the 
au thority of con gress to be n av igable 
. 'a t it is su rprisin g that the decision 
has attracted so little pu blic atten ­ 
tion . 
Con serv ation ists hold the decision 
to hav e destroy ed the argu m en ts u rg­ 
ed by the “an ti-federalists'* du rin g the 
lon g con trov ersy ov er the Con n ecticu t 
an d Coosa riv er dam bills in the last 
con gress an d to hav e established prin ­ 
ciples applicable to the Hu dson riv er 
dam at Troy , an d all similar situ a­ 
tion s, actu al or poten tial, in n av igable 
streams throu ghou t the cou n try . 
Not 
on ly does it apply to stream s already 
recogn ized as n av igable, bu t to those 
which riv er an d harbor legislation in 
fu tu re may make actu ally or n omin al­ 
ly n av igable. 
It has a fu rther gen eral 
application to w ater storage an d flood 
con trol projects of the gov ern m en t 
The essen tial poin t settled by the 
case Is th at own ership of lan d on the 
ban ks of the riv er in v olv es n o v ested 
right in the flow of the riv er, n o right 
to place in it works calcu lated to make 
u se of the flow an d n o v alid basis for 
a claim to “an elemen t of v alu e which 
did n ot in here In the parcels of lan d.” 
No claim can be made if su ch works 
are destroy ed or ren dered u seless, an d 
w ater power or other en han cemen t of 
v alu e created by gov ern men t con stru c­ 
tion of dams or other works does n ot 
belon g n ecessarily to the riparian own ­ 
ers. 
Salient Points of the Decision. 
Some of the salien t poin ts of the 
decision are: 
“So u n fettered is the con trol of con 
gress ov er the n av igable stream s of 
the cou n try that its ju dgmen t as to 
whether a con stru ction in or ov er su ch 
riv er is or is n ot an obstacle an d a 
hin dran ce to n av igation is con clu siv e." I 
“The flow of the stream is in n o 
sen se priv ate property , an d there is n o 
room for ju dicial rev iew of the ju dg­ 
men t of con gress that the flow of the 
riv er is n ot in ex cess of an y possible 


i h m x I of n av igation or for a determ in a­ 
tion that, if in ex cess, the riparian 
own ers had an y priv ate property right j 
in su ch ex cess which mu st be paid fi r | 
if they hav e been ex clu ded from the , 
u se of the same.” 
“Own ership 
of a 
priv ate stream 
j 
wholly u pon the lan ds of an in div idu al 
is con ceiv able, bu t that the ru n n in g J 
water iu a great n av igable stream is 
capable of priv ate own ership is in con ­ 
ceiv able.” 
“The cou rt below erred in awardin g 
an y su m for the v alu e of w hat is called 
•raw w ater’—th at is, the presen t mon ­ 
ey v alu e of the rapids an d falls to the 
Clu u idler-Du n bar compan y as riparian 
own ers of tin ? shore an d appu rten an t 
su bmerged lan d.” 
“Neither can con sideration be giv en 
to probable adv an cemen t in the v alu e 
of su ch riparian property by reason of 
the works to be con stru cted in the riv ­ 
er by the gov ern men t or the u se to 
which the flow of the stream might be 
directed by the gov ern m en t” 
‘*The v alu e shou ld be fix ed as of the 
date of the proceedin gs an d with refer­ 
en ce to tl» e loss the own er su stain s, 
con siderin g the property in its con di­ 
tion an d situ ation at the time it is tak­ 
en an d n ot as en han ced by the pu r­ 
pose for which it is taken .” 


Power of Cong ress Absolute. 


In gen eral su bstan ce the cou rt holds 
that the power of con gress ov er n av i­ 
gable stream s is absolu te; that in all 
su bsidiary respects the power of the 
state, while u u den ied, is secon dary to 
the power of con gress; that the ex ist­ 
in g power of con gress an d the fact 
th at perm its from the secretary of w ar 
are a prerequ isite to the con stru ction 
of an y work on a n av igable riv er qu al­ 
ify the title of those av ailin g them ­ 
selv es of permission to u se su ch water

power, which qu alification is n o* on ly 
u n derstood in adv an ce, bu t is bin din g 
in the fin al an aly sis, an d, fin ally , that 
in con demn ation proceedin gs in stitu ted 
by the gov ermen t, compen sation u n der 
“du e process by law” shall be con fin ed 
to the actu al v alu e of the property , 
withou t con sideration either of the ac­ 
tu al w ater power lost or of alleged 
en han cemen t du e to improv emen ts to 
be made by the gov ern men t itself in 
the fu tu re. 
The decision , which was an n ou n ced 
an d opin ion read by Associate Ju stice 
Lu rton , cov ered a grou p of fou r cases 
sen t u p from the Un ited States district 
cou rt for the western district of Michi­ 
gan :

Du n bar W ater Power compan y et al., 
Chan dler-Du n bar W ater Power com­ 
pan y v ersu s Un ited States, St. Mary ’s 
Power compan y v ersu s Un ited States 
an d Claren ce M. Brown , receiv er, etc., 
v ersu s Un ited States. 
The essen tial facts are these: 
History of the Case. 
On March 3, 19 09 , con gress passed a 
law au thorizin g the secretary of war 
to take 'steps to acqu ire all property 
n orth of the S t Mary ’s falls ship ca­ 
n al to the in tern ation al bou n dary , on 
the grou n d that its acqu isition was 
“n ecessary for the pu rposes of n av iga­ 
tion of said waters an d the waters 
con n ected therew ith.” The law fu rther 
au thorized the gov ern men t to take pos­ 
session of the lan d prior to determin a­ 
tion by tbe cou rts as to the n ecessity 
therefor or of the compen sation to be 
paid. All permits prev iou sly issu ed by 
the secretary of war, u n der au thority 
of con gress, for the con stru ction of 
w ater power plan ts on the lan d in qu es­ 
tion , were declared to be n u ll an d v oid 
after Jan . 1. 19 11, bu t a discretion was 
v ested in the secretary to permit the

Electric compan ies to “main tain tbeir 
presen t works an d u tilize the water 
power in said riv er at said rapids, in 
so far as the same does n ot in terfere 
with n av igation or retard the con stru c­ 
tion of gov ern men t works.” 
Actin g u n der this law, the secretary 
of w ar brou ght su it again st the Chan - 
dler-Du n bar W ater Power compan y , 
the St. Mary ’s Power compan y , the 
Edison -Sau lt Electric compan y an d the 
Michigan -Lake Su iM?rior Power com­ 
pan y . 
The lower cou rt awarded dam ­

Electric

rior Tower compan y , n othin g. 
Both Sides Challeng ed Award. 
The 
gov ern men t 
challen ged 
the 
aw ard of an y thin g whatev er on ac­ 
cou n t of an y w ater power right claim­ 
ed by an y of the own ers of the con ­ 
demn ed u plan d an d also attacked the 
prin ciples applied by the lower cou rt 
in fix in g a v alu ation u i>on the u plan d 
taken . On tlie other han d, each of the 
plain tiffs 
in 
error 
challen ged 
the 
awards as in adequ ate. 
The decision of the su preifie cou rt 
su stain s tlie ex ception s of the gov ern ­ 
men t so far as they related to water 
power for factory pu rposes, bu t holds 
that this 
lan d 
had “a prospectiv e 
v alu e” for the pu rpose of con stru ctin g 
a can al an d lock parallel with those in 
u se, which, it say s, had passed “be­ 
y on d the region of the pu rely con jec­ 
tu ral or specu lativ e.” 
In the case of the S t Mary ’s com­ 
pan y the su preme cou rt also holds 
that, while the compan y own ed an is­ 
lan d of admittedly “strategic impor­ 
tan ce” to the proposed fu tu re works of 
the gov ern men t, that v alu e was pu rely 
“specu lativ e,” su ch as cou ld be deter­ 
min ed on ly “by a price fix ed by the 
n ecessities of on e person bu y in g from 
an other, free to sell, or refu se, as the 
price su ited.” The cou rt con clu ded this 
poin t \w say in g, “Bu t in a con demn a­ 
tion proceedin g the v alu e of the prop­ 
erty to the gov ern men t for Its particu ­ 
lar u se is n ot a criterion ” an d held that 
the own ers were en titled to compen sa­ 
tion on ly for the actu al marketable 
v alu e of the lan d.
